A copy of the doings of the first ecclesiastical council in 
Sheffield, Mass. for the formation of a church in sd town, 
and the settlement of the first minister: which in the ab- 
sence of almost all early records, either lost, or never 
made, was found and taken frcm the Proprietors Book 97 page, 
and noted here by J. Bradford 

"At a council met at Sheffield Oct. 22nd, 1735, at the 
desire of the inhabitants, to gather a church, and ordain 
Mr. Jonathan Hubbard to the pastoral office there, present 
the Rev'd Ministers and Messengers, viz: 


Timothy Cobens of Litohfield, Deac. Nath'l Belden. 
Samuel Hopkins of Springfield. 

Peter Reynolds of Enfield, Capt. Joseph Saxton, 
Jonathan Edwards of Northampton, Deac. Samuel Alen. 
William Rand, of Sunderland, Deac. Isack Tuband. 


The council understanding that Mr. Jonathan Hub= 
bard, who had been chosen, or called, to the work of the 
ministry in this place, had the approbation of the neigh- 
boring ministers, and having. received satisfaction concern- 
ing his soundness and orthodoxy, proceeded, at the desire 
and with the consent of the church, which was then gathered, 
to separate him for the work of the ministry, by prayer and 
the imposition of hands.

At an adjourned meeting of the church holden at Noah E, 
Hubbard's on Monday, 9th March, 1812, it was moved that the 
opinion of this church should be taken on this question, 
viz: "Is it justifiable in consideration of bad weather 
and unfavorable séasons to labor on the Sabbath in harvest 
time and in haying. The church by their vote decided that 
in their opinion it was not justifiable. (See Sth page of 
the minutes on file of the discipline of Wm.

P. 250 After some further enquiries of Miss West respecting the 
design of her visit to Troy, and the propriety of her 
clearing the innocent, the church voted to’suspend fur- 
ther action on the case until the stated church meeting 
in December next. 
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Dec. 41, 1838. At a stated church meeting it was voted 
that S. S. West be informed by the Pastor that the 
church request her to be present at an adjourned church 
meeting on the 4th of Jan, next, to be holden immediate- 
ly after the close of the Preparatory Lecture, with the 
liberty to exhibit a written confession, for their con- 
sideration. (Miss West not present at this meeting). 
Voted, to adjourn to the time above named. 

(Note. At the above named meeting, the substance of the 
report on discipline was. read by the Pastor.) 


Jan. 4th, 1839. Church meeting was holden according to 
adjournment. Miss S. S. West was present, but was not 
prepared with a written confession. It was voted that 
she be requested to be present at a meeting of the church 
two weeks from the present, with a written confession, 
drawn up by herself and without the aid of any other, to 
be laid before them for their consideration, 

Voted, to adjourn to Friday, 18th instant, then to meet 
at 2 o'clock, P. M. 


Jan. 18, 1839. At an adjourned church meeting Miss S. 5S. 
West was present, and presented a paper (see paper on 
file) which was twice read. After some enquiries of 

Miss West (see minutes.), Voted, that she be requested 

to withdraw that the church may have opportunity for 

free deliberation. after remarks from members, it. was 
moved & seconded that the enquiry be made of the brethren 
present whether the communication made by Miss West as a 
confession of the charges against her in the complaint 

is satisfactory to the church or not; after each brother 
had expressed his views, it was voted unanimously that 
the communication is not satisfactory. After informing 
Miss West of this result, she was enquired of whether she 
wished to communicate further to the church? Answering 
in the affirmative it was voted that she have opportuni- 
ty to do so, at next stated church meeting in February. 


Feb. 15th, 1839. At stated church meeting voted, that 
Brother Asabel Savage inform George Freeman, (7) 4 mem- 
ber of this church of the charges to be made against him 


‘before the church at the next meeting, and request him 


to appear and answer to them. Miss S. S. West appeared 
and presented a second communication to the church which 


‘yas read twice. Voted to postpone the further considera- 


tion of this case to the meeting of the church on the day 
of preparatory Lecture, Thursday, 28th instant. Voted, 
that the Pastor be requested to prepare a draft of a con- 
fession based upon the communication of Miss West made to 
the church in writing and otherwise, and present it both 

or approbation of the chureh and the signature of Miss 
West; this was in accordance with her request. 


April 26th. At stated church meeting, the complaint made 
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verbally by Brother Asahel Savage, against George Tru-~. 
man, at a previous meeting was presented in writing, 
(see complaint on file) and Brother Savage informed the 
church that he made sd Truman acquainted with the charges 
against him, and that he had assured him he should not 
come before the church to answer the sd charges; it was 
therefore voted, that, in consequence of contempt of the 
church, sd Truman be excluded from the same, agreeably to 
the directions in the 18th of Matthew - ‘if he neglect to 
hear the chureh, let him be unto thee as a heathen man 
and a publican." 

The Pastor presented a confession signed by Miss S. 
S. West, which was read, and it was voted to suspend 
further action upon it till Friday next, the 3rd of May: 
and that this meeting be adjourned to that day, to be 
had imnaediately after preparatory Lecture. 


May Srd.- At adjourned church meeting voted that the 
confession presented by the Pastor & signed by Miss S. 
S. West is such as is satisfactory to the church, and 
that it be so considered when read at a proper time in 
public, she being present, anu assenting to it in the 
usual manner. 


Nov. 3rd. Sabbath. S. S. West was present, and the con- 
fession above mentioned was publickly read, she assenting 
to it, by rising in her place. 


Feb. 15, 1840. At a stated church meeting, a complaint 
was presented against Abraham Huggins, a member of this 
church for neglect of ordinances &c. (See complaint on 
file.) and it was voted that a copy of sd complaint, 

with request to answer at next stated meeting be sent to: 
sd Huggins; and that Deac Peet be requested to communicate 
them. ; 


April 17. At stated church meeting voted that a committee 
of two for each week till next stated meeting, be appoint- 
ed to visit and labor with brother Abraham Huggins to in- 
duce him to make satisfaction for the faults charged a~ 
gainst him in the complaint presented at last meeting;. 
the persons whose names follow were appointed - Deacs 
Kellogg & Peet - A. Savage & HE. Kellogg - David Stillman 
& O. Bills - Sam‘'l Shears & R. Waterman - Brothers Doten 
& Rogers = Brcthers Dutcher & Hoskins - 


June 19th, 1840, At stated meeting some of the above’ 
committee reported that they had visited Brother Huggins, 
and that he gave them no encouragement that he would com- 
ply with the standing rule of the church & make a public 
confession of the faults & errors which he acknowledged. 
Voted to postpone further action on his case to next 


stated church meeting. 
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Voted that Deac's Shepherd & Kellogg be a committee to 
investigate the grounds of the objections made to the 
admission of Mrs. Eliza Davis to this church, & at 
at the close of Lecture two weeks hence 

Voted, that Sam'l Shears be a conmittee to give Sam") 
Hoyles verbal information of the complaint entered 
against him today, & request him to appear and answer 
to it at next stated church meeting. 


July 3rd, 1840, At an adjourned meeting of the church 
immediately after preparatory lecture, the committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the grounds of the objection to 
Mrs. Eliza Davis, a member of a church in Troy, N. Y. 
recommended to this church, reported that she was guilty 
of an irreverent use of the name of the supreme Being; 
and it was voted, that the further consideration of the 
case be postponed to the next stated church meeting. 


August 2lst, 1840. At stated church meeting voted to 
postpone further action on the case of Brother §. Hug- 
gins to next preparatory lecture two weeks hence 
Sam'l Shears reported that he had informed Brother 5S. 
Hoyles of the complaint entered against him, & requested 
P. 254 his attendance at this meeting; and that he did not as- 
sure him he would attend. - he did not attend. Voted, 
that final action on this case be postponed two weeks. 
Voted, not to decide on the cuse of Mrs. E. Davis till 
next stated church meeting, 





At an adjourned church meeting Sept. 3rd, 1640, Brother 
A. Huggins was present and acknowledged the truth of 

the complaint against him, and his readiness to confess 
‘his faults before the chureh, but expressed an unwill- 
ingness to make confession before the world or in public. 
A readiness was expressed to postpone final action on 
his case; but Brother Huggins expressed no anxiety to 
have it posponed; it was finally voted that further 
action respecting it be postponed to t to the next stated 
church meeting. 

Respecting Sam'l Hoyles, it was voted that, in view of 
his neglect of ordinances, and especially his violations 
of his covenant obligations in refusing to submit to the 
discipline of the church, he be excluded from all special 
connexion with this church, anda all its special ordi- 
nances and privileges, 


Oct. 16th, 1840. At stated church meeting Brother 4. 
Huggins was not present; and it was voted, that the church 
now proceed to final action in his case. 

Voted that in consequence of his long neglect of ordinances, 
and especially his violation of covenant obligations in 
refusing to submit to the discipline of the church, Abraham 
Huggins be excluded, and he is hereby excluded from all 
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special connexion with this church, and from all its 
Pe. 255 special ordinances and privileges 

Voted that the way is not at present prepared for the 

admission of Mrs. £liza Davis to this church. 


Dec. 17th, 1841. At stated church meeting a complaint 

was presented against albert Bull, for neglect of ordinan- 
ces and intemperance; (See complaint on file.) and it 

was voted that a copy of sd complaint, with a request 

to answer at next stated church meeting, be sent to sd 
Bull; and that brother P. H. Bullard be requested to 
communicate them,- which was done accordingly. 


Feb. 18th, 1842. At stated church meeting brother A. 
Bull was not present. Voted, that Deac. Shepherd and 
brother P. H. Bullard be a committee to see and con- 
verse with Mr. Bull to induce him to meet the church at 
an adjourned meeting a fortnight hence, and answer to 
the charges in complaint; and to infcrm him that if he 
will not hear the church he will be excluded for his 
violation of covenant obligations in refusing to sub- 
mit to the discipline of the church. 

Voted that brother Hamlin Savage and J. H. Bullard be 
a committee to visit Sophia West, a member of this 
church, and ascertain whether her manner of life is 
consistent with her Christian profession. 

Voted, to adjourn to next preparatory Lecture, two 
weeks hence. 


March 4th, 1842. At an adjourned church meeting, the 
committee appointed to visit Mr. Albert Bull reported. 
One of the committee, Mr. Bullard, had seen and con- 
versed with him, and requested him to meet the church 
&c. todays He gave Mr. Bullard no assurance he would’ 
do so; he did not appear; and it was voted, that in 
view of his long neglect of ordinances, and especially 
his violation of covenant obligations in refusing to 
hear the church, and submit. to its discipline, Albert 

P. 256 Bull be excluded, and he is hereby excluded from all 
special connexion with this church, and from all its 
special ordinances and privileges. 


Oct. 2lst 1842. At stated church meeting brother Ira 
Davis made a verbal request for dismission from this 
church, and recommendation to the Methodist Episcopal 
church; action on this request was deferred to a 
future meeting. 


Déc. 16th, 1842. At stated church meeting the comnaittee 
appointed to visit Sophia West reported that they had 
visited her, and that, so far as they could learn her 
conduct was not inconsistent with her christian profess- 
ion; whereupon it voted to accept their report. 


P. 
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April 28th, 1843, At stated church meeting, voted, that, 
as Brother Ira Davis, has withdrawn his name from the 
Medhodist class, and withdraws his request formerly made 

to be dismissed from this church and recommended to the 
Methodist Episcopal church, the church is satisfied without 
further action relative to his proceedure in the matter. 


Heb, 16, 1844. At stated church meeting a communication 
was received, by the Pastor, from Mrs, Sarah Stillman, wife 
of David, which was laid before the Church requesting a 
letter from this church to the Methodist church in this 
place, that she may use it the next Sabbath, This communi- 
cation not being, in the view of the church, of that re- 
spectful nature, and she not having sought an interview 
with the church, which the rule respecting such cases con- 
templates, it was voted that decisive action relative to 
her application be postponed two weeks. (See Mrs. Still- 
man's letter on file) 

Voted to adjourn & consider this matter after the exercises 
of the preparatory Lecture two weeks hence, 


At an adjourned church meeting March lst, 1844. .-Resolu- 
tions were adopted implying that Mrs. Stillman had not com- 
plied with the rule of the church, and requesting her to 
meet the church on Friday next, to which day at 2 o'clock 
P. M. the church adjourned (See resolutions on file). 


At an adjourned church meeting holden on the 8th day of 
March, 1844, the case of Mrs. Sarah Stillman was intro- 
duced, and after the reading of her letter to the church, 
accompanied by some remarks by the Pastor, and Mrs, Still- 
man's answers to questions put by the Pastor, and her at- 
tempts to prove the acknowledged allegations against the 
Pastor & church, (See the minutes in full on file) the 
following resolution was passed, nearly, if not quite 
unanimously, viz: Resolved that the explanations given 
by Mrs. Stillman of the charges and implications against 
the Pastor and Church in her letter, are not satisfactory 
to the Church, nor does the proof brought forward by Mrs. 
Stillman substantiate sd implications ana charges. 

Voted. That the further consideration of Mrs. Stillman's 
case be postponed to the time of the regular church meet- 
ing in Apl next. 


4t stated church meeting April 19, 1844, the case of Mrs. 
Stillman being brought up, the following letter was read 
by the Pastor, received by him since last meeting, but 
not until the first day of April, instant, viz: "We here- 
by withdraw from the Congregational church in Sheffield, ” 
and consider ourselves as no longer members of the same' 
Signed - "David Stillman" 

; Sarah Stillman" 
"Sheffield March 8th 1844" _ 
Whereupon the following was adopted- Resolves, that a con- 
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mittee of three be appointed to confer with David Still- 
man and his wife, present to them a4 copy of the letter 
bearing their signatures dated March 8, 1844, enquire 
whether it be genuine, and what was their object in pre- 
senting it, and remonstrate against their leaving this 
P. 258 church in a hasty and irregular manner; and adopt rela- 
tive to them such a course of procedure, as the circum- 
stances, in their opinion, demand; so far as may be in 
accordance with the method of discipline laid down in 
the 18th chap. of Matthew, by which this church professes 
to be governed. 
Voted, that the Pastor appoint this committee. 
Deac. J (?) Shephard, Deac Z. B. Peet, and brother Asa- 
hel Savage were appointed, to report, if prepared, at 
the close of the preparatory lecture two weeks hence. 


May 3rd, 1844. The above committee stated to the church 
that they had visited David Stillman & wife, but were 
unprepared to report at present: whereupon it was voted 
that they report at the next stated church meeting. 


June 2lst, 1844, At regular church meeting it was voted 
that Brother B. Doten be requested to act as Scribe. 
the committees appointed to visit bavid Stillman & wife 
by a vote, or resolution of the 19th of apl. last, re- 
ported that they visited Mr & Mrs Stillman. ‘hey ac-~ 
knowledged the letter alluded to in the resolution of 
the’ 19th apl to be genuine. Mr, Stillman sd that the 
reports of what he had sd of the Pastor & some members 
of the Church were true &c, (See minutes on file.) 
The committee proposed they should meet the church and 
make concessions & the church, they supposed, would be 
satisfied, and before the close of the interview the 
committee had hopes they would do so; thot at this time 
Mrs. Stillman said the church had abused her, treated 
her barbarously, in requesting her to appear before , 
them, and explain her letter &c. At a subsequent inter~ 
view of one of the committee with Mr. Stillman, he, Mr. 
Stillman, said he would having nothing more to do with 
/ us, we, as a church, were so full of Roman Catholic 
Tyranny, he would not have anything more to do with us: 
P, 259 we might do with him as we pleased, he had a right to 
_ go when and where he pleased, and was under no obliga~ 
tion to this church, he lived in a free country, and 
not under Romish influences (See more in the minutes 
on file.) 
It was voted that the doings of the committee be ac- 
cepted, after remarks by the pastor and others, it 
seemed evident that the church felt that proceedings 
concerning Mr and Mrs. Stillman, could not, consistpnt- 
ly with the honor of religion, the best interest of 
this church, and of the offending members themselves 
rest here: and the further consideration of their case 
was, by vote, postponed to a ruture time, for further 
action. 


. 
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At stated church meeting, Aug. 16, 1844. Voted that the 
Pastor send a copy of the complaints this day presented 
to the church against David Stillman and Sarah Stillman 
to those individuals, accompanied with a request that 
they attend the next church meeting and answer to the 
same, 

Voted, that Brother Asher Saxton be a committee to pre- 
sent sd complaints and request. 

Voted that the church adjourn to meet four weeks hence, 
viz: on the 13th of Sept. at 2 o'clock P.M. to consider 
the complaints against David and Sarah Stillman | 


At an adjourned church meeting, Sept. 13th 1844. A re- 
quest was presented thro’ the pastor, from Jane Morgan, 
a sister in this church, for a letter from this to the 
Methodist Episcopal Church: it was voted that the letter 
be granted. 

The doings of the church relative to David Stillman and 
wife were commenced by the Pastor's reading the com~ 
plaints, and the notice sent by him with copies of sd 
complaints, to sd Stillman & wife. Brother A. Saxton 
the comnittee appointed to deliver the complaints & 
notices to Mr. Stillman and wife reported that he had 
fulfilled the duty assigned him, and they replied in 
answer to his request to meet the church at this time 
that they "must take counsel before they determined". 
Mr. Stillman and wife were not present; and it. was moved 
and seconded that further action on this case be post- 
poned to the next regular stated church meeting. After 
some remark this resolution was passed 


At the regular stated Church meeting Oct. 18th, 1844, | 
the case of David Stillman and wife was introduced. All 
the minutes of the doings of the church relative to this 
case, and the papers relative to it, were read to the 
church, with the complaints against them; and in view 
of the whole, and the continued refusal of Mr, Stillman 
and wife to hear the church, or meet them it was finally 
Voted, that in view of the unchristian spirit of David 
Stillman and especially the violation of his covenant 
obligations in refusing to submit to the discipline of 
the church, he be, and hereby is, excluded from all 
special connexion with this church, and all its special 
ordinances and privileges 
Voted, that Sarah Stillman, in view of her unchristian 
spirit, and especially the violation of her covenant 
obligations in refusing to submit to the discipline of 
the church, she be, and hereby is, excluded from all special 
commexion with this church, and all its special ordinances. 
These votes passed without one dissenting voice.

The Church voted, on account of the ravages of 
Disease and death among us, by the prevailing 
epidemic, or spotted fever, to appoint and ob- 
serve the 23rd instant as a day of fasting, 
humiliation and prayer. ~ To implore the God of 
heaven to humble us for our sins, and, if con- 
sistent with his holy will, to remove his judge 
ments from us 


Church met according to appointment, Spent the 
forenoon in prayer, in the afternoon had divine 
service, and a sermon from Deuteronomy 31-17, 
"Are not these evils come upon us because our 
God is not among us?" 


In compliance with the advice of the Association, 
the church voted, on account of the low state of 
religion among us, to observe, in concert with 

the other churches in the County, the 30th instant 
as a day of humiliation and prayer, To implore 
him with whom is the residue of the spirit, to 
humble us under a sense of his frowns and our own 
backslidings, and to receive us again by a fresh 
anointing from his presence. 


The church met according to appointment, spent 

the forsnoon in prayer and praise; in the after- 
noon had divine services, and a sermon from Isaiah 
64-7 "There is none that calleth in thy name, 
that stirreth up himself to take hold on thee; 

for thou has hid thy face from us." 


The church observed a day for humiliation and 
prayer, with an especial reference to the low 
state of religion among us, and to seek the out- 
pouring of God's spirit; spent the forenoon in 
prayer and praise, and in the afternoon had public 
services and a sermon from Mr. Burt N (?) Marl~ 
borough. This meeting was large and solemn. 


The church voted to observe another season of 
fasting and prayer; and according to vote assen~ 
pled and spent the day in religious exercises, es- 
pecially in imploring the continuance of the di- 
vine spirit on the hearts of sinners among us. 


In consequence of a communication from the kast- 
ward informing us that a concert of prayer was to 
be observed, for the influences of the divine 
spirit upon our colleges &c, Voted to observe 
Thursday, 27th of present month asa season of 
prayer, and to meet at 2 o'clock of sd day in 
meeting house for public services. (1832. This 
concert for the colleges has been continued anually) 
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Seasons of humiliation and prayer, were voted, 
and holden frequently, especially in 1827 and 
1831, for special divine influences. 

1832 

July 19 By recommendation of Gen'l Association of Mass, 
and the 9th of August, same year, by recommenda- 
tion of the Chief Magistrate of the Commonwealth, 
a season of humiliation and prayer was observed 
by the Church and attendance by many of the peo- 
ple, on account of the dreadful ravages of the 
Cholera in our country.

crated and set apart Mr. James Bradford to the work of 

the Gospel ministry, and committed to his Pastoral charge,

The Church of Christ in Sheffield met according to ap- 
pointment at the meeting house in sd town. 

The meeting was opened bf} prayer. 

Voted, that this church approve of the formation of 4 
moral society, whose object should especially be to 
countenance and encourage the observace of the laws 
against intemperance, profaneness and sabbath breach, 
and recommend that such society be formed in connection 
and union with an auxiliary tract society.

‘the committee chosen to draught a constitution, reported 


the following ~- viz: 

"The subscriber hereunto, impressed with a conviction 
that the true and best interests of society are promoted 
by a faithful observance of those laws of revealed reli- 
gion, and of this commonwealth, whose object it is to en- 
courage temperance, a due observance of the Lord's day 
and a reverential regard to the name, attributes and will 
of God, and to discountenance and express whatever is 
contrary thereto; and furthermore approbating the object 
of the New England Tract Society, as disclosed in their 
communication Noe 1, and willing to become auxiliary 
thereto, hereby enter into the following association and 
agreement.” ‘

After this report was read and accepted the church, with 
others of the community proceeded to affix their names, 
to choose officers, to appoint committees, pay money into 
the treasury and perform the business of an organized 
society.

"At a time of a general revival of religion in our 
land - When the spirit of Godlms awakened and caused a 
multitude in most of our Colleges and in many schools to 
seek and enguire after God - When many of the towns in 
our country, especially of New England, have been visited 
in a marvellous manner with the gracious and refreshing 
influences of the Holy Spirit - And whilst agreeable to 
the usual method of Divine providence the members of 
Christ's visible church have been excited to a diligent 
searching of themselves, to a reformation in various 
respects, and especially to experience an unusual spirit 
of supplication and prayer as precursors of his inesti- 
mable blessing of converting grace. The Church of Christ 
in this place have been awakened to serious consideration. 
They have experienced, as they humbly hope, and for which 
they desire to bless God, some rays of that divine light 
which quickens, whilst it reproves. Made sensible in 
some degree of our deficiencies in duty, and deviation 
from that holy walking with Gcd, so indispensable to the 
solemn covenant in which we have engaged, we desire with 
penitence to state the convictions of our minds. We can- 
not hesitate for a moment to recognize our obligations to 
self abasement and humiliation before God. Upon the very 
commencement of an attempted comparison of our visible 
conduct with the requirements of the divine word, we are 
met with the injunction of that blessed Saviour whose 
authority we acknowledge to be supreme, and upon whose 
merits we would rely alone for salvation, wherein it is 
commanded that we let our light so shine before men that 
others seeing our good deed may reverence our Father who 
is in heaven. We remember too his.declaration that his 
disciples are the salt of the earth, asking if the salt 
have lost its savor wherewith it can be salted? and pro- 


'nouncing in that case that it is good for nothing but 


to be cast out and to be trodden under foot of men. And. 
we have recalled also the deeply interesting inquiry ad- 
dressed by an Apostle to Christians who, in a view of - 
their belief of the certain and sudden appearance of Christ, 
the dissolution of the heavens and the earth, and the per- 
dition of ungodly men, enquires ~ "What manner of persons 
ought ye to be in all conversation and godliness,’ : 
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"Comparing these solemn scriptural precepts and ex 
hortations, and the voice of God's providence in the re- 
vivals of religion all around us, our own visible luke- 
warmness, declensions and unfaithfulness, well may our 
hearts to affected and we be excited earnestly to pray that 
our backslidings may be healed, that we may not grieve the 
spirit of God, and. cause him to forsake us, ana that we 
may not be a stumbling block, and an occasion of the ever- 
lasting ruin of our fellow sinners 

P, 318 We have thought on these things, we have conferred to - 

; gether, and have, we hope, sincerely and penitently con- 
fessed our sins one to another - and, being desirous, we 
humbly trust, to give glory t6 God, and to honor the holy 
religion we profess, we esteem it a duty, and, relying up- 
on the divine promise of forgiveness, a privilege, at this 
time and in this manner, publickly before God and the world 
to humble ourselves - and we do now sincerely and in his 
presence, penitently confess - 

"We have been criminally defective in that brotherly 
love, tender care of, and watchfulness over each other 
which are enjoined by our Divine Master, and which is the 
peculiar mark and characteristic of hic disciples. And 
we desire in this confession to enhance in our own minds 
a sense of our sinfilness in this regard by acknowledging 
the solemn import of the scriptural declarations ~- With- 
out love we are nothing, If ye love not your Brother 
Whom ye have seen, how can you love God whom ye have not 
seen? Be ye kind one to another, tender hearted forgiv~ 
ing one another, even. as God for Christs' sake hath for- 
given youe From defect in this principal christian af- 
fection, we have reason further penitently to acknowledge, 
there has been in too many instances a want of free communi- 
cation and intimate intercourse with each other. These 
we know are ornamental to the christian profession, and 
profitable to those who desire to walk with God. They are 
essentially necessary to frequent brotherly admonition and 
benevolent christian discipline. 

Without them there will ordinarily be exhibited un- 
friendly alienation from. each other, improper intercourse 

P, 319 and association with the ungodly, and a conformity to the 
world and its maxims alike dishonorable and injurious to 
the christian character. Hence too we have reason to 
confess and lament a too visible defect of spiritual con- 
versation whereby we may edify one another, and a neglect 
of suitable improving the many fit and proper opportuni- 
ties of addressing religious instruction, admonition and 
exhortation to our careless, impenitent fellow sinners. 
Whilst thus confessing our sinful defects, we desire to 
ageravate our sense of them by recalling to our remembrance 
some declarations of that holy word by which we shall’ be 
judged. When they that feared the Lord spake often one to 
another, xhort one enother daily, whilst it is called to- 
day, lest any be hindered thro' the deceitfulness of sin. 
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Have no fellowship with the unfruitful works of darkness, 
but rather reprove them." 

"We do also sorrowfully confess that in many in- 
stances, we have been sinfully negligent in not attending 
on meetings of the churoh for prayer, or lectures prepara- 
tory to the administration of the sacrament, and sometimes 
upon the holy solemnities of the Lord's Day: and when we 
have not withholden our personal attendance on them we 
have all abundant reason to lament a too frequent want of 
that preparation of heart and serious engagedness of our 
spirits in the service which are indispensable to the right 
performance of our duties. We confess that the neglect of 
personal attendance has been many times without any valid 
or satisfactory apology; and we penitently recal to our 

P. 320 minds, and recognize the authority of the divine command 
addresseu to professing Christians "Forsake not the as- 
sembling of yourselves together as the manner of some is. 
In attempting to review and consider our visible defects 
in duty we have been also, we humbly hope, brought to see, 
acknowledge and deplore our great negligence, inattention 
and unfaithfulness in regard to the christian education, 
government and instruction of our baptized children, - lis- 
pecially we would thus publickly acknowledge that we have 
been not unfrequently very faulty in not causing by our 
assistance, advice and authority, their attendance with 
us upon prayer meetings of the church and preparatory 
lectures. The consequence of this unfaithfulness and 
neglect, we have much reason to fear, that upon the minds 
of many children of the church, there is little sense of 
their obligations, and of their relation of Christ's king- 
dom, in consequence of their solemn dedication to him by 
baptism. Whilst some of the Dear Youth thus early dedi- 
cated to Christ have of late, by the grace of God, for 
which we desire to praise him, had their hearts turned 
from vanity to their Parents and to God, we now desire 
to avert the divine anger from ourselves and families by 
turning our hearts towards them and their immortal wel- 
fare. We desire, in the sincerity of our hearts, to hon- 
or the religion of the divine Redeemer by this our publick, 
penitent confession. We hope, thro' his mediation, in 
the mercy and faithfulness of God, That he will forgive 
us our sins, and we supplicate grace and strength from 
him, that our declensions may be healed, that’ we may be 

P. 321 quickened tc a life of holiness, and may adorn the doctrine 
of God our Saviour. And whilst on this solemn occasion we 
take shame to ourselves, we would fervently pray that our

Under this conviction, therefore, though 
with extreme and painful reluctance, I am constrained by 
a sense of duty, to request you to unite with me, the 
Society concurring, in calling an ecclesiastical council, 
as soon as it can be conveniently done, to dissolve the 
official connexion existing between me, and this church 
and Society. 

With undiminished respect and affection, and sin-

After some remarks by the Pastor, chiefly explana-
